it got bard, The ecamplor Is pot a
necessary  logredient, al &t Is an
agrecable one, and is supposed to ald
to the healing qualities of the propara-
tlon. This is very much botter than
the ordinary proparation of thus kind
sold in tho shops, which is gencrally
made of lard, and seldom or never of
the pure vegetable oil, like the oil of
almonds  or sweet olive oil, as It
shiould be.—[New York Tribuve
